Speeding Research 


For years, Canadian industry has lag- 
ged behind American industry because the 
former did and does not possess the funds 
to compete with the latter in the field of 
industrial research 

Further, over a period of decades Can- 
adian scientific brains have drained into 
the United States because the great re- 
Search centres, employing thousands of 
young scientists, have been located there. 

One of the objectives, then, of Canada's | 
National Research Council] has been the 
establishment of adequate research facil- 
ities in Canada and the me to keep 
young Canadian scientists working at 
home on Canadian research problems 

A step in the right direction has Just 
been taken by the Council in the announce- 
ment that it will offer financial assistance 
in the form of bursaries, towards post- 
graduate training in science for men and 
women whose studies have been delayed or 
interrupted by war service 

This is a timely step. But it does not g0 
nearly far enough. 

Pre-war Germany won industria! pre- 
eminence on the basis of research. And 
research facilities were provided without 
undue expense.

Now cannot Canada emulate this 
scheme by creating Herr Barons and Herr 
Grafs all over the place. But Canada could 
set up a similar plan in operation by estab- 
lishing a national post-grauate university 
of science, of which the science depart- 
ment of every university would be a part, 
and putting those hundreds of post-gradu- 
ate students to work on the practical 
scientific problems of Canadian industry 
as a requisite for their post-graduate 
degrees. 

Canada’s industria] expansion depends 
primarily on research. And the problem 
cannot be solved by —— at it. 


Unpredictable 


The experience of the past six years has 
taught the world that anything can hap- 
pen. Nevertheless thoughtful men will re- 

ard with grave doubt the report from 
Spain that Francisco Franco is preparin 
to voluntarily relinquish his command 0; 
the Spanish situation. 

The story is that Franco has agreed 
to hand over his authority to a military 


cabinet and leave Spanish territory for- 


ever. 

Unless there are forces moving within 
Spain of which the world knows nothing, 
this is the most improbable tale to come 
out of that country since Columbus pro- 
mulgated the theory that the world was 
round. ‘ 

But even more incrédible than the 
existence of a force capable of expelling 
Franco is the existence of a willingness on 
Franco's part to quit. 

For there is one thing that men seldom 
abandon of their own free will, That one 
thing is power. 

Men may strip themselves of wealth 
and family and pleasures for religious or 
other reasons. But once they taste power, 
they can never let go. Perhaps that is why 
pride, the sin of the angels, is the most 
deadly of offences. 

And that, of course, is the blackest 
feature of dictatorship. The jaws of the 
dictator, once their teeth are fixed in the 
soul of a nation, are only loosened by 
death.

PLAN | STRONGLY SUPPORTED 

Plan I has very strong support, 
The Socialists support it becaus 
they want centralization; those 
who want a centralized state with- 
out Socialism support it; the Prime 
Minister of Canada supports it; 
the Leader of the Progressive Con- 
servative party supports it; the 
Leader of the C.C.F. supports i; 
some able and well-meaning tech- 
nicians who would be known across

| No one in his senses would sell 
| his birthright for a mess of pottage. 
| At the birth of this Nation the 
Provinces were bequeathed cer- 


tain powers to levy direct taxa- 
tion, and the Provinces would be 
foolish indeed irrevocably to 


weaken their position by surrender 
of the rights which are now their 
| protection. 

I see nothing insuperable in ad- 
justing this financial problem. We 
know that our people do not favor 
the collection of two taxes. I think 
it is generally agreed that the Do- 


minion should be the collecting 
agency. It should not be overly 
difficult to arrive at conclusions 


as to the basis of distribution of 
taxes collected, but it is not neces- 
sary and it would be egregious 
folly for the Provinces to surrender 
their powers of participation in 
direct taxation. To do so would 
work not only to their own injury, 
but to the injury of the Dominion 
as a whole 

But even of more importance than 
the immediate dollar and cent as- 
pect of th? situation is the kind of 
centralization which the proposed 
controls make possible. Plan I of 
the Sirois Report contemplates and 
admits centralization Whatever 
benevolence may have inspired its 
sponsorship, I charge that it is, in 
essence, of sinister import, neces- 
sarily dictatorial and certain to be 
provocative of grave dissension in 
its operations. Let us, therefore, 
resolve to live and prosper ip die 
vided unity ss our natural condie 
tions dictate, rather than set up 
a legalistic unity of disharmony and 
discord

There are many 
Albertans even who do not know 
these facts about the West—facts 
surrounding the ever steadily in- 
creasing of our natural resources 
development and our rather notice- 
able advancement in manufacturing 
and industrial progress during the 
war 
Around 1700 there were no 
white men in the territory of Al- 
berta. It was a land of Indians and 
buffalo. The principal Indian 
tribes were the Blackfeet, Stoneys 
and Prairie and Mountain Crees 
Stony Plain, by the way, was not 
so mamed because of the stony 
nature of the ground, but because 
the Stoney Indians used to camp 
at that point when travelling to- 
wards Fort Edmonton 
The first white man to attempt 
the overland journey through the 
west was Pierre Gaulthier de la 
Verendyre, but he only approach- 
ed the outposts and died in 1749 
without living to see the promised 
land. In 1743, his two sons, Fran- 
cois and Louis-Joseph, whilst ex- 
ploring the Missouri River, came 
to a point some 500 miles from 
where Edmonton now stands and 
saw the peaks of the Rockies. It is 
the first recorded instance of 
their being siahted by white men. 
The first white men to enter Al- 
berta were a party of Frenchmen of 
the order of Jacques Repentigny de 
St. Pierre, who in 1751 made their 
way up the South Saskatchewan 
River and founded Fort Jonquiere 
in the vicinity of Calgary. In 1753 a 
gentleman with t ressive tit 
of the Chevalier Saint-Luc de la 
Corne received the commission of

EDMONTON |S BORN 

The first entry into the Edmonton 
area of Alberta 1754 
by a young Englishman named An- 
thony Hendry, a clerk of the Hud 
son's Bay Company. He is reported 
to have been an irresponsible youth 
not thought very highly of by his 
superiors and it was only with diffi- 
culty that he obtained permission to 
make the exploration. He did it 
alone, however, which was some- 
thing of an achievement in those 
days when one considers the hostile 
nature of the unknown land he 
entered. It is reported that he work- 
ed his concoe up the North Saskat- 
chewan and passed the site of

To 
him alone goes the honor of being 
the discoverer of northern Alberta 

A gap of some 40 years goes by 
during which time there seems to 
be little record of events, which 
takes us to 1792, when the great 
Alexander Mackenzie enters the 
scene. In the summer of that vear 
he discovered the mighty river 
which bears his name. He was look- 
ing for an inland north-west passage 
to the Pacific and he thought the 
Mackenzie would turn West and 
take him to it. But it took him to 
the Arctic Ocean of course. Nothing 
daunted he worked his way back 
over the many hundreds of miles 
ipstream, crossing the corners of 
Great Slave and Athabaska lakes 
up the Slave and Athabaska rivers 
till he came to the Peace River. En- 
tering it he continued till eventu- 
ally late in the year he arrived at 
the junction of the Peace and the 
Smoky rivers, nine miles upstream 
from where Peace River town is 
now situated. He decided to camp 
there for the winter and built Fort 
Fork on the south bank. I visited 
this site whilst on a government 
mission some years ago and took 
some photographs including one of 
the original fireplace, which was in 
a good state of preservation 

The south bank of the Peace at 
that point is not settled like the 
north, and it took a long search be- 
fore this site was discovered 

Early in the spring of 1793, with 
a few unwilling Indian guides, Mac- 
kenzie continued up the Peace, past 
the Long Hudson Hope canyon 
through hostile Indian country and 
over seemingly impassable moun- 
tain ranges until at last he came to 
the Pacific Ocean he had sought 
for so long at Bella Coola. Inscrib- 
ing his name and the date of the 
discovery on a rock he returned to 
Fort Fork, not without much diffi- 
culty and hardship, making the 
journey to the Pacific and back in 
about three months, an amazing 
accomplishment. In recent years the 
rock at Bella Coola on which he had 
written his name was the object of 

lengthy search. At last it 
found, the writing on it almost 
obliterated. The inscription was 
done over in indelible colors and 
the rock was visited by the late 
Lord Tweedsmuir during an official 
tour of the Canadian Northwest 

During the years 1794 and 1795 
the Hudson’s Bay Company and 
the Northwest Company each 
built a fort where the town of 
Fort Saskatchewan now stands, 
close to the mouth of the Stur- 
geon River. In 1808 a major attack 
by Indians drove out the occu- 
pants and the two forts were 
burned down. Following this, a

Land tenure is of interest to every 


farmer whether he owns the prop 
erty or is a tenant because if con 
ditions are not favorable to the 


rowing of crops he becomes burd

ened with debts with very little 
prospects of being able to take 
care of these obligations It was 
with these facts in mind that the 
government ina igurated the system 
of leasing agricultural lands on a 
crop share basis, which include 
the taxes, and, if his crop is under 
five bushels to the acre. the lessee 
receives exemption from the pay 
men of a share of the crop. This 


arrangement has been advantageous 


to the settler and the government 
and it might be a principle that 
could very well be applied in the 
case of land under title subject 
to taxation 

The present method of making 
land available for civilian settle 
ment is by the agricultural lease 
system. By this methof a person 


who desires to become established 
on the land may make application 
for a half section or 320 acres of 
vacant crown land within an area 
where large areas are suitable for 
agricultural purpose If a survey 
shows that the land is suitable and 
situated where schools, roads and 
other social services can be made 
available at reasonable the 
settler is given a lease for 20 years 
renewable, which he pays no 
rent, nor taxes for the first three 
years, but is required to do some 
duties. After the third crop year 
he is to pay @ne-eighth of the crop 
provided he gets at least five bush

els per acre. If he gets less than 
five bushels per acre in any year 
he is not required to pay any rent 
or taxes, nor do any arrears of 


rent or taxes build up in this case 
At the titme he takes out the lease

the land at its value in the raw 


state or he may continue to lease 
if he so desires. The lessee is re 
quired to preserve sufficient of the 
growing timber for shade and 
shelter in clumps or plantations 
for future use, and where there is 
no native tree growth the lessee 
shal! plant shelter belts and wind 
breaks 

By the agricultural lease method 
the tenant is protected against ar- 
rears of taxes and rent in case of 
crop failure However, the ques 
tion of assistance to the settler by 
means of clearing and breaking 
one which has been raised and 
should be seriously considered by 
the government.

of the results of such examination, 
Such water-sheds being of value 
to other provinces, the cost of pro- 
tection of these water-sheds 
should be @ matter of immediate 
negotiation, 

Alberta has been remarkably free 
from insect infestation with the ex 
ception of the larch (tamarac) saw- 
fly, the effects of which are still in 
evidence. However, a careful watch 
should be kept for any signs of 
insect infestation and plans laid to 
counteract same. One in particular 
should be carefully watched for, 
namely the Eastern spruce beetic 
which caused and is causing, con- 
siderable damage in some parts of 
Eastern Canada 

It is expected that there will be a 
considerable increase in Alberta's 
population after the war. Such in- 
| crease will require lumber for hous- 
ing, and farm buildings, etc. And 
this should be supplied principally 
from our own forests, thus inciden- 
{tally providing local employment

In 
May 1930, he and his partner, 
Charles St. Paul, discovered pitch- 
blende at Echo Lake, With the 
co-operation of the Departrhent of 
Mines and Resources in Ottawa, @ 
process was worked out for the 
extraction of radium from the 
high quality pitchblende. 

In 1933 the erection of a milling 
plant on the property and of a re- 
finery at Port Hope had been com 
pleted by Eldorado Gold Mines 
Limited. Canada soon became one 
of the two important producers of 
radium in the world. As a result of

Many Marvellous N ew Tools Now Serve 
On Canada’s Home Industrial Front 


The flashing of the green’ 


light for partial industrial re- 
conversion has given tremend 

ous impetus to research work 
in scores of laboratories scat- 
tered across the dominion 

Many chemists, physicists and 
engineers are turning from 
wartime tasks to projects 
which will contribute materi- 
ally to the progress and well- 
being of Canadians and may 
lay the foundation for em-| 
ployment of thousands of men 
and women. 

In their work they will be aided | 
by new scientific tools and tech- | 
niques, some barely introduced | 
when the war began, but brought 
to high efficiency in the past five 
years. The x-ray diffraction mach- | 
ine, the spectrograph, micro- | 
chemistry technique, the electron 
microscope and other develop- 
ments will help to solve a host of | 
problems that were pre-war | 
stumbling-blocks to research pro- | 
gress, | 

Not so long ago the problem of | 
making a few drops of rare and | 
precious chemical last through num- 
erous experiments was almost in- 
superable. Now, owing to the de- 
velopment of micro-chemical tech- 
nique, chemists at the research and 
development laboratory of Cana- 
dian Industries Limited at Beloeil, 
Que., are able to divide two or three 
drops of liquid into about 100 frac- 
tions to take the boiling point on 
each 

Analysis and chemical experiment 
on such a small scale makes pos- 
sible important savings in time and 
material 

Often a long and complicated} 
series of experiments will result in} 
only a few milligrams of product—| 
about enough to cover the head of| 
a pin. Yet those few grains of che- 
mical may hold the key to great in- 
dustrial developments. 


REALLY SENSITIVE 

Heart and soul of micro-chemica) | 
technique is an extremely sensitive 
microbalance which enables chem- 
ists to determine weight differences 
of as little as five to 10 gammas. A 
gamma is 1-28,000,000th of an ounce | 

far less than the weight of a grain 
of sand. 

G. J. Harris, head of the labora-| 
tory, emphasizes that 50 per cent 
of chemical research is analysis, 
which accounts for his pride in the| 
spectrograph and X-ray diffraction 
machine in his laboratory. These 
“tools of physics” have been adapt-| 
ed to give tremendous aid to chemi-| 
cal analysis, 

While the spectrograph does | 

net exactly photograph atoms, the 
effect is almost the same. Work- 
ing on the principle of the refrac- 
tion of light waves when passed 
through a prism, the machine pro- 
vides photographs of color bends 
by which the expert can judge, 
with amazing accuracy, what the 
atoms are and the proportionate 
amount of each in a given ma- 
terial. 

Its main use is in analyzing min- 
erals. It is so accurate that it has 
actually been used in blood analy- 
sis work, since it can detect one 
part of lead in a million parts of 
blood. Workers engaged in han- 
dling lead are sometimes exposed 
to the danger of lead poisoning, and 
the spectrograph enables physicians 
to spot the slightest sign of that 
condition,

WONDERFUL INSTRUMENTS AID RESEARCH—A host of delicate instruments bare- 
ly introduced when Warld War II began, are speeding present day chemical research. In 
the laboratory of Canadian Industries Limited at Beloeil, near Montreal, Que., physics has 
come to the aid of chemistry with two delicate instruments that are of tremendous use 
in chemical analysis and a new technique called michochemistry is giving amazing results. 
The spectograph (1) doesn’t exactly photograph atoms, but it does provide photographs 
which tell chemists what the atoms are and the proportionate amount of each in a given 
material. Dr. W. A. Patterson here operates the machine. The equipment in (2), being ad- 
justed by Winnifred Allingham, enables chemists to obtain x-ray “fingerprints” of 
chemical substances. Every material has its own peculiar crystal structure, the pattern of 
which is revealed by x-ray. The comparison of sample ‘fingerprints’ (3) shows TNT, 
(top), the super explosive RDX (bottom), and an explosion from a Jap shell (centre) 
which the x-ray machine proved to be identical with RDX. The microbalance (4) is so 
sensitive that it can weigh with accuracy 1, 28,000,000th of an ounce—far less than the 
weight of a grain of sand. A. O. McIntosh here takes a reading with the aid of a built-in 
microscope. Gertrude Auclair (5) operates a piece of equipment in the microlaboratory. 
Here chemical experiment is done on an extremely small scale.

Alberta's fur production from 
July 1, 1943, to June 30, 1944, 
amounted to $4,686,505.62, and in- 
volved the sale of 1,513,927 pelts 
from 20 species of animals.
